In this document, we will use a new term, "Scroll Select", to 
indicate that you should use the VOLUME/REPEAT scroller on 
the Remote Control to select the option by pressing the 
VOLUME/REPEAT scroller.

Remember to connect the Remote Control to your player 
before using the VOLUME/REPEAT scroller. 
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Inserting or Changing Batteries 

For Creative CD-MP3 M100 to function, you need to insert two 
1.5 V AA alkaline batteries into its battery compartment. 

To insert or replace batteries: 

1 . If your player is turned 
on, press and hold the 
OFF/STOP button to 
turn it off. 

2. Push the battery 
compartment cover 
catch in the direction 
shown in Figure 1 . 

3. Remove the old 
batteries (if any). 

4. Insert the new batteries according to the directions shown in the 
battery compartment. 

5. Close the compartment cover and then push the catch inward 
to lock the compartment cover. 

It is recommended that you use alkaline batteries to 
ensure longer entertainment hours.

Inserting or Removing a CD 

To insert a CD: 

1 . Make sure that your player 
is not playing a CD. 

2. Push the OPEN/CLOSE 
slider to the right as shown 
in Figure 2. The cover 
automatically opens.

Turning your player on or off 

To turn on your player: 

► Press and hold the ON/PLAY/PAUSE button for more than 2 
seconds. Your player automatically detects the CD. 

To turn off your player: 

► Press and hold the OFF/STOP button for more than 2 seconds. 

If your player is not used for more than a minute, it will 
turn itself off automatically. 

Listening to music 

To play an audio track: 

► Press the ON/PLAY/PAUSE button. 

To pause an audio track: 

► Press the ON/PLAY/PAUSE button again. 

To stop an audio track: 

► Press the OFF/STOP button. 
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To go to the next audio track: 

► Press the FORWARD button. 

To go to a previous audio track: 

► Press the REVERSE button. 

To fast forward an audio track: 

► Press and hold the FORWARD button. 

To rewind an audio track:

Remember to connect the earphones provided to the 
Earphones/Remote Control connector on your player.

2. Press the A-B button again to mark the end of the 
portion. An icon similar to Figure 8 appears. 

3. To resume normal playback, press the A-B 
button again. The A-B icon disappears.

The player cannot be turned on. 

To solve the problem: 

□ Make sure that batteries have been inserted into your player. 

□ Make sure that the batteries are inserted according to the 
directions indicated in the battery compartment. 

□ Make sure that the HOLD switch is not in Hold position 
(disabled). 

□ Make sure that the CD is inserted correctly. 

The player displays "NO SONG" on the LED screen, or it skips an 
audio track. 

To solve the problem: 

□ Make sure that the audio tracks in your CD are not corrupted. 

□ Make sure that your CD does not contain non-MP3/WMA 
files. 

□ Make sure that your CD is not dusty or damaged. 
The player cannot play the first audio track in the CD. 
Make sure that the Resume mode function is not enabled. 

The buttons on the player do not respond. 

Make sure that the HOLD switch is not in Hold position 
(disabled). 

The batteries do not last long. 

To solve the problem: 

□ Make sure that the batteries are new or charged. 

□ Use alkaline batteries. 
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The player does not recognize a CD containing MP3 files. 

To solve the problem: 

□ Check that the MP3 files in the CD are not in MPEG- 1 layer 2 
format. If they are, using an MP3 converter application, convert 
these files to MPEG- 1 layer 3 format. 

□ Check that the MP3 files in the CD are not corrupted. 

There is no sound or there is too much noise disturbances from the 
player even though it is turned on. 

To solve the problem: 

□ Make sure that the DC adapter (available separately) is 
connected properly from the wall outlet to your player. 

□ Make sure that the earphones are plugged into the Earphones/ 
Remote Control connector on your player, or the Earphones 
connector on the Remote Control. 

□ Make sure that your player is not near a magnetic field. 

□ Try replacing the earphones. 

□ Try increasing the volume level. 

There is no display on the LCD screen when the player is turned on. 

To solve the problem: 

□ Make sure that batteries have been inserted into your player. 

□ Make sure that the batteries are inserted according to the 
directions indicated in the battery compartment. 

□ Make sure that the batteries are new or charged. 

□ Make sure that the DC adapter (available separately) is 
connected properly from the wall outlet to your player.
